BOWIE, Mil,, Aiiril >». — .\ rrom! ivlilch taxed the 
f-eatinn and standing cai>ai'it3- of I’nnte ijeorge Vark 
sweltered under a midMininier sun to wilnees the 
splendid iirograui offerod this afternoon, riiinatie 
iimditioua were of a decided cliunge from those of 
tlie past few days and tlie result was the track 
was at Its iH-st. The card, one of tlie licst pro 
Kratiiined by secretary Mi'Lennaii, brought out some 
of the iH'tter grade liorses with the result that the 
racing was spirited and pleasing to tlie big crowd. 

The stellar attraction of tlie day was the Prince 
George Huiidicap, at one mile and ii sixteenth. 
Flee good racers madij up the field. Buugu Buck 
was the favored one in the s|>eculatioii, but tlie 
others, willi the exception of King’s t'hainpiou, did 
not laek admirers. It was Bunga Buck all the way. 
He carried his heavy weight well and akillfully rid- 
den by Lang was in eommaiid practically through- 
oiit. Luuctta was second and Bygone Days third, 
with tilippery KIui following, the latter quitting 
badly in the last quarter, after seltiug the pace 
fur a half mile. 

The real outstanding feature of the afteruooii 
was the brilliant horseinansliip of jockey C. Lang. 
Tho lending rider of 18-1 was iiiucli in tlie iime- 
light, w'ltii four straiglit winners, lie began his 
bueeesses v, itii Wcllfinder in tlie fourth, followed 
with Bunga Buck in the main race and fiiiislied the 
afternoon In a Iduae of glory by bringing home Our 
Rirthdiiy mid Attorney Muir, winners in the sixtli 
uml aetentli races resiiectively. A great ovation 
was ticcorded the p-ipular rider iit the conclusion 
o of Uie final race. 

BETTER tVCK AGAIN TRIUMPHS. 

The opening dash of tlie day witnessed another 
trimnpli for tlie Orleans Stable Juvenile Bettei 
I^ttek, when lie lient the Whitney crack. Korsliala. 
niid Kurk in a dash of liaif a mile. The winner 
Was ridden by Knnmier r.nd was neglected in 
the Bpeeulatioii in favor of Ilork and Forshala. 
The stmt found the Whitney representative away 
forwardly and, displaying gisal speed, soon liad a 
clear lead over Itork and Belter ljuck. Tlie latter 
raced wide .nil tlie way and after rounding tlie 
turn Kiiuifiier was forced to go mound the leaders. 
Better Luck lespoiided giimciy and. catching the 
Whitney representative tiring, easily passed liini 
and was drawing clear Ihrougli tin- final sl.\lconth 
Kurshnla tired badly and .Inst managed to outstay 
Itork for second place honors. The time for the race 
was the fastest at the meeting and witliin one 
fiflli of a second of the track record of 48'a- 
The second race brought together a big field 
and the winner inrned tip in the public favorite. 
Wbaleboiio, ivitli Pretender and Perigourdiiie fol- 
lowing in tlie order iiuiiied. Tlie winner wns mueli 
the iH'st and had to be to win. He was away 
slowly and overcame iniicli e.irly inierferanee to 
get into forward contention Koclcring Hie stretch 
he rapidly overlinulcd tlie leaders and drew clear 
at tl'c eiiil. Pretender finished with a rnsli. wliilc 
Perigourdiiie iiad iiiil a slight margin over Miss 
Parnell. Tlie laltei was fractious at tlie iset ami 
ilelayeil the start cinisidcrably.

REMOUNT SERVICE PLANS 

Army Officers Going Abroad to Purchase 
About Ten Thoroughbreds. 



LEXI.VGTON. K.V.. ,\pril 8. — Major Henry Leoii- 
iiid. I nited Slates army, retired, member of Hie 
Colorado State Racing Commissiuu aud identified 
ivilli tlie breeding activities of the Clilted Slates 
Reraouiit Service, is to sail next Tuesda.v on the 
Vquitauia for Europe to accomplish au extensive 
horse purchasing mission. He will be accompanied 
b.v ilcssi's. W. R. Itrovvu of Uerlin, X. H.. breeder, 
iiiporler of .\rubian horses and patron of the an- 
nual endurance test for riding horses, and Deering 
Ihivis of Colorado Springs, Col. They will proceed 
:o I 'rabbet Paik. Sussex. England, where they will 
’•lok over Arab horses with the idea of purchasing 
for Mr. Brown. 

Tliey next go to Pau ami Tarbes. vvhere tliey will 
exaiiiiiie the I luce-year-old -\nglo-.Vrabs. which are 
'•olleitcd for e.xaminatiou and possible purchase 
by tlie French government about the end of .\prll. 
There they expect to make some purchases for Mr. 
Brown. 

From Fi-aiice tliey- will go to Gerniaii.v. theuee to 
.•\iistiin. Hungary aud Czc-clio-Slovakia. with the 
idea in view of securing such high -class thuruugli 
bred mures as may bh available. These are to be 
purehased for Major Leonard aud friends of hia iu 
Colorado. Major lu:ouard also will endeavor to so 
•lire about ten tlioiouglibred stallions for the Ko 
mount Service. At the eouclu.sion of this trip they 
will return to England and there look about for 
ilioroughbred stallions and mares. 

Tlioroiiglibred horse breeding In Colorado ts hav 
ing i-oiisiderable impetus. The Kemount Service has 
>eiit to that stale tlie stalllouH Defense, b.v Star 
Shoot; Dark Friar, by^ Sweep; .\shton, by Elec- 
tioneer; Sands of Time, b.v Bcaeli Sami; King 
Plaudit, b.v Plaudit, and Jack Stewart, by Valeus. 
These stallions are being bred to tboroughlired 
mares and to iiigh -class blood mures. The purposi 
is to revive racing of a better class, as well as to 
stimulate the breeding of liuiilers, polo ponies and 
bigli-elass cow ponies. Bryant Turner of the Trin- 
eliera Kaneb, vvlio owns the famous little racer 
B'joger Bed. b.v llaiicocas, and who is the agent 
tor Defense, is one of those who are foremost in this 
activity. 

VETERAN TRAINER* SMALLPOX VICTIM

hope was lield out for his recovery. 

Mr. McDonald was HI.’ yeais old, was born iu 
Ray City. Micli., and was identified with racing 
for the major iiortion of his life. The deceased is 
survived by his widow, who is at present at Havre 
de Grace 

Funeral arraugements have not been completed, 
but a brother, a resident of Michigan, is on bis 
way East to lake charge of the body, which will 
be sliipiied tVest. 

Mr. McDonald enjoyed a wide circle of friends 
and during the last wrlnter at New Orleans raced 
a small stable of his own, beaded by the mare 
Galiot. Last fall be took over the lioraee of Walter 
J. Salmon during the latter part of the Laurel meet- 
ing and later transferred them to T. J. Healey,

for till! ten days of the Kentucky Jockey (Miib’s 
Lexington spring iiieetiug. begiiiiiiug .\pril 28 and 
losing May 111. the work of Judge W. H. Shelley, 
racing secretary, was distributed to horsemen here 
this luurniiig and will be distributed ut Isniisville 
lomorriiw. The Imok calls for seven races daily aud 
carries in iidded iiionc.v a total distribution of 
$100,200. Tbere is one stake vvith $">.000 uddoil niid 
five stakes willi $3,000 eacli addeil. There are 
fifty -four races for purses of $1,300, five pur.si*s ot 
$1,400 and six purses of $1,,"IK). 'The stakes are 
to ln‘ decided as follows;

TRAVELS THE DERBY ROUTE 



WOODLAWN VASE ONCE MORE 



H. P, Whitney Adds Historic Trophy to the 
Preakness for Fourth Successive Year. 



'The historic Wooillawn Vase, a turf trophy with 
a history covering more than lialf a cpiitury, which 
waa won by Harry Payne Whitney with Brmnn- 
apun in tlie Prenknesa last year, lias been added 
to the $50,000 Maryland stake again thia year, 
aci'ordiiig to aniiouncemcut Thursday. 

Tl>e tpqihy was first added to the Prenknes.s 
in 1918 wlien Tliomus P. Clyde, who then owned 
the vase, donated it under certain conditions. These 
conditions provided tliat the winner of the vase 
cou'd liold it for one year and could then add it 
to any stake run over a l»ng distance of ground 
and endowed witli at least ,$2,500 in added nione.v. 

Because of Hie fact tliat tlie Preakness was 
divided info two sections in 1918. the cup was not 
elalniGit b.v eitlier of the winning owners. Con- 
sequently tlie first contest for the vase under the 
new eonditions took place in 1919. The Preakness 
of Hint year w'as won by Sir Barton, parrying the 
colors of .1 K. 1,. Ross and the Montreal owner 
took the trophy with him to his home in Canada. 

When the Preakness date approached in 1920 
Commander Iloss aiiounced tliat he would add the 
vase to the Preakness as in tlie previous .rear. The 
champion Man o’ War won tlie tropliy for Samuel 
D. Riddle that .vear and In 1921 Mr. Riildle in turn 
added the Woodli'wn Vase to the Preakness. 

Mr. Whitney’s Brw'jmspun won last year’s race 
and the vase, and now tlint Hie historic tropliy has 
been in that owner’s possession for the .vear pro- 
vided in the deed of gift, he iias added it once 
more to the Preakness.

Deadlock Pleases His Trainer in 

a Mile and a Quarter Work.

Violinist Shows the Fastest Mile 
to Date — Surf Rider Displays 
Sprinting Speed. 



LOUISVILLE, Ky , April 8.— For the first time 
this spring tlie most prominent Kentucky Derby 
eligibies quartered locally were called upon for 
real speed over a eousiderable distance of ground 
t<j»luy and, as a result, the work-outs were the fast- 
est of the season to date. Botli Churchill Downs 
and Douglas Park were in their best eonditiou and 
this, coupled with au excellent brand of spring 
wcattier, caused the trainers to take advantage 
of the opi»ortuuify to give their candidates for 
the big race a chance to show their real merits. 

Deadlock, RolHirt H. Bhuiinon’s hope for the big 
event, was the first of the eligibles in this section 

to be sent over the Kentucky Derby route of one 

and a quarter miles. He turned in an excellent 
work-out in 2:12 ciiacd up. He worked at the 
Downs, and the same track witnessed a gallop by 
t'liatlertoii, from the F. J. Kelley stable, of one 

and au eighth miles in 1:58. The Fair Play colt 
was a tired horse at the windup. 

St. Henry, a D*Tby and Preakness candidate, 
but which is considered u certain starter in the 

latter race, covered a mile in 1:48%, over the same 
course. He was under restraint ut alt times. 

Over at Douglas Park Violinist, from the H. C. 
”Bud” Fisher establishment, galloped the fastest 
mile of any of the Derby prosjiects hereabouts to 
date In 1:41%. Tlie Dick Fiiiiiell colt ran easily 
and displayed high speed all the way. 

Surf Rider, which Kay S|Kmcc is training, was 
sent a mile hi 1:12% ami galloped out an extra 
eighth in 1:58%, at the Beechmont course. Billy 
Dunn, which Put Knel>elkuuip named for the big 
luce, showed s'.'Uie early speed at the Do'ivns, but 
was eased up after running five-eighths of a mile 
and finished out the mile in l:5t>%. 

■Toekey E. Martin was again astride Deadlock and 
liad liiin under restraint tliroughout He kept him 
luiiiiiiig at a steady gait, covering the first quarter 
ill 25. half-mile in iiO. five-eiglitlis in 1:03%, three- 
quarters ill 1;1H%, mile iu 1:44%. and one and one- 
eiehth rniies in 1:5H%. .After finishing the mile. 
Marlin released liis mount from restraint for a 
brief periml to fi-el liiiii out ami the colt ran the 
next eighth iu 12%. Owner Sliiinnon waved tlie 
rider to take hold of Deadlock and the final eighth 
found liim in a canter. His gallop wa.s impressive 
uml he seemed eager to run faster, especially after 
he had covered one-hulf the distance. 

CHATTERTON IN SPEED DISPLAY. 

t.'lialtertoii displayed tinusuail.v high speed for 
tlie first tliree-quarters of a mile and It was no 
Wonder that he tired. 

Mavehona, one of liis stuble mates, started with 
liiiii at tile eighth post, and at tlie tliree-<|uarters 
jsjst Jaiikii Joined iu with the pair. The Derb.v 
eolt was poorly paced, despite the iireeautions tliat 
trainer U. C. Van Meter had taken to prevent this, 
lie being crowiled against tlie Inner rail near tl>e 
liair-inilc post by one of his eorapaiiions. 'Melvin 
Thoinpsoii riale him and he sent him away "wing 
ing.’’ Tlie first eighth was covered in 12%, tlie 
quarter in 23. three-eighths in 35. liaif mile in 47%. 
five-eigliths in 1:I>0%, three-quarters in 1:13%, 
wven-eightlis in 1:27% ,aiul mile in 1 :42’4. Making 
the turn into the homestretch, Fliattcrton began to 
fly tlie distress signal, and tired badl.v iu the 
gallops to the finishing line. 

Two pneeiniikors also were used with Violinist. 
Evil ucooinpiinyitig him the first half-mile while 
Overtake pieked him up three-eiglitlis of a mile 
out and finished witli him. Tlie Dii-k Fiiinell colt 
kept them both busy, as former jockey A. .Anliu- 
ctioii sent him along to tlie tune of a quarter in 24. 
three-eighllis in 35%. half-mile in 48 and thn*e- 
qnartera in 1:13%. Despite the fact tliat he ran 
.so fast, he did not apiiear to labor any, and vinis 
going easily at tlie end. 'Tills colt has trained iu 
excellent fasltion all spring and trainer Alex B. 
Gordon has him rea'Iy to run to his best capacity 
right now. He is destined for early shi{imeiit t<i 
Havis: dc Grace and is looked upon as a certain 
st.nrter iu Hie riio.sapeake Stakes, previous to full 
filling his Derby engageuient. 

SURF RIDER S FAST TIME. 

Surf Rider demonstrated tliat he is supplied with 
abundant early s|»eed as well as staniina when he 
galloped off at the fiace of a quarter in 23%. 
Hie three-eighths in 3.5%, half mile in 47%, five- 
eighths in IrW-!;. and three-quarters in l;14V.v. 
John S. Reardon, hi*, regular pncemiiker, ran with 
him for three -quarters of a mile and. aeting under 
instructions from trainer Kay Spence, the two horses 
were kept almost head and head.

Locke Law Terms. 

» * 

Louisiana Supreme Court Must 
Reverse Itself if Convictions 
Are Sustained.

NEW ORI.E.VNS. La., April 8.— Evt-ry brpedpr, 
ownor anil follower of the turf is walohinjj with 
the keenest interest the ilevclopincnt of the situa- 
tion iu New Orleans. 

There is not the slightest iloubt tliul the eonvie- 
fion of Tom Shaw and other laaikniakers in the 
lower eiHirt lias plaeeil the sport in real jeopard.e. 

The miieh-disenssed LiK-ke law is as follows: 

“AX ACT TO PROHIBIT GAMBLING OX HORSE 
RACKS BY THE OPERATION OF BETTING 
BOOKS. FRENCH MCTUEL POOLING DEVICES. 
AUCTION POOLS. OR ANY OTHER DEVICE AND 
I'D PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR THE VIOL.VTION 
OF THE PROVISIONS THEREOF: 

“Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Ixmislana that any person who, either 
aa agent, owner, officer or employe, shall in any 
room, hall, house or any enclosure, or upon any 
track, path, mad or course, whether within or 
without an enclosure in this stale, engage in en- 
couraging. pn^moting, aiding or assisting in the 
oi»eration of a betting book or a French inutuel pool- 
ing device upon any kind of horse nice or races or 
in selling auction iiools uism any horse race, which 
are liereb.v declared to lie gambling, or sliall b.v ANY 
OTHER DEVICE, encourage, proinote. aid or assist 
any person or persons to bet or wager upon a 
horse race or races, run or trotted or paced, within 
this slate or elsewhere, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon coiivictiun shall lie fined not 
less than $100 nor more than $500 and imprisoned 
fur a jieriod of nut less than six months nor more 
than twelve.” 

THE “ANY DEVICE” DANGER SPOT. 

It is on the words “A.VY OTHER DEVICE” that 
diairiet attorney Marr Is basing his prosecution, 
Wlien the earlier attack was made on the racing, a 
test ease, known os “the Austin” ease, was carried 
to the Supreme Court on an agreed statement of 
faet, Austin was found guilty of booVinaking by 
Judge Fletiry, but the i|tiPsMoii of wlielher lie was 
guilty of using a deriee was never thoroughly gone 
into. 

On appeal the Supreme Court rendered a sweeping 
decision making the slip system of betting legal 
so for as bookmaking was eoneerned. Tlie attor- 
neys for Khaw- feel eonfidenf that the Supreme Court 
will reverse the verdict of the loner court a« it did 
in the Austin case. Tliey have gfs>d cause for tlieir 
optimism. Tlie Supreme Court must reverse Itself 
iu llic Austin case to find Shaw guilty. 

All ordinary bet lias never lieen made a crime 
in Louisiana and when the Locke law was passed 
it wad made clear by its siionsors that tliey did not 
intend to destroy individual tietting. Furllier, bet- 
ting on horse races and chariot races is legal under 
the civil ewle of lamisiana and can be enfor<-ed 
in courts of eoiutieteiit Jurisdiction. 'It is probably 
tlie only state in tlie I’liiuu where this is so. In 
tlie Austin ense the court licld that if tlie written 
slip was bookniaklng the effect would be to make 
tlie casual visitor to the track a criminal, which 
was not williiu the purviee of tlic ligislature. The 
same line of reasoning in the Shaw ease will 
acquit him. 

NEW SYSTEM AND RELIEF MAY COME. 

Even if Hie court slionld eonvict Sliaw for ex- 
ceeding tlie riglils laid down in tlic Austin deeis- 
iou, but hold that the written offer to bet made 
b.v the individual liottor was not a device within 
the meaning of Hie stntule, a new, legal system of 
belting euii be devised, but if Hie court bolds that 
the mere nienioranduni of the bettor is a device, 
then Hie legislature which meets next niuiilh must 
give si-me relief or I»uisiana racing is done with 
for the present. 

Bliiee the Austin decision tlie personnel of the 
Supreme 0<urt has somewhat changed, llien, tw. 
those in eh-sp touch with tlie sitiiiition say that 
public sentiment is not so favorable, and while 
louils scoff at the Idea, there are many w'lio 
affei't to ladieve tliat tlie.v keep an ear to the 
gnuiid. 

tioveriior I’lifker has never put any serious ob- 
ktaeies in the way of racing. Imt has publicly 
Stated ill Hie past tlisit lie will not saiietioii a rac- 
ing eotiimission and it is not likely that he would 
throw out any life preservers. Taken all in all, 
the Rituatioii might be classed as “delicate.”

J, H. Moody had Foul Weather, which iu iu train- 
ing for Theodore .Mueller. a lo<-al tiirfm.iii. 
fired and she will be out of commission for tlie 
■pring aeasun. In addition to this filly Moody 
brought Randel and llarluek back from Havana 
and look up Mayrose, which has been running out 
all winter. Moody bolds the contract on Jockey 
August Yerrot, whom many horsemen who saw 
him ride at Oriental Park say holds out the promise 
of developing into a good rider.

THE It is related that, upon a lecturer making the statement that the 

principal races in America were the Germans and the Irish, one of 
INAUGURATION his audience called out, “How about the Suburban and the Bel- 
mont?" 

If age. tradition and the celebrity of its winners entitle a race to the dignity of a “classic” 
nobody will dLspiite the claim for the Belmont Stake.s. It bears the same relation to American 
racing that the Epsom Derby docs to that of England. It dates front 18ft7, and is the oldest in 
continuity of any American sweepstakes, or any on this continent, with the exception of the 
King’s Plate at Toronto. 

The Belmont Stakes is really our greatest test for three -year olds. It has been won by 
more high-class colts and fillies than any other event. The winner of the Belmont has been the 
"colt of the year” — Ruthless. General Duke, Harry Bassett. Joe Daniels, Duke of Magenta, 
George Kinney, Hanover, Henry of Navarre, Commando, Africander, Burgomaster, Peter Pan, 
Colin, Sweep, Luke McLuke. Friar Rock. Hourles,s, Johren, Sir Barton. Man o’ War, Grey Lag, 
Kingfisher, Springbok, Spendthrift, Inspector B., Sir Dixon. 'The Finn, Hastings, Bowling 
Brook, Jean Bereaud and Delhi are uniong its winners. And where is there another sweep- 
stakes that can etjual this array? 

Even Ihe colts which finished second were of the mo.st distinguished merit. Glenelg, 
Foster, Grinstead, Aristides, Bramble, Monitor, Fjole, The Bard, Prince Royal, Montana, 
Dr. Rice, Hadspring, Tlie Parader, Fair Play, Rockview, Spur, War Cloud, Sweep On and 
Sporting Blood all essayed to win, and though they failed to reach the winning post in the 
lead, their subsequent racing placed them on the highest pinnacle of hippie fame and proved 
that a “runner-up for the Belmont” was in itself a distinction. 

The Belmont Stakes has produced more great sires among its winners than any other 
American sweepstakes for three-year-olds. Spendthrift, with his sons Kingston. Hastings, 
Lamplighter, Lazzarone and Bankrupt; Commando, with his Peter Pan, Superman, Ck>lin, Celt, 
Transvaal. Peter Quince, etc.; Sweep, with his Leonardo, Eternal and The Porter; Hasting.s, 
with his Fair Play, Gunfire, Glorificr, Priscillian, etc.; Sir Dixon, with his Kilmarnock, Blue 
Girl, Blues, Butterflies, Audience. Agile. Running Water, etc.; Hanover, with his Hamburg, 
HamLpring. Ben Holliday, Buck Massic, Urania, The Commoner. Habiia. Handsome, etc.; Peter 
Pan, with his Pennant, Prudery and Tryster. not to mention the merit as sires shown by 
Springbok, Kingfisher, Friar Rock, Joe Daniels. Inspector B., Saxon and Algerine, the winner 
of 1876, whose granddaughter Rhoda B. foidetl Orby, the Epsom Derby winner and sire of 
Grand Parade, Diadem, Diadunienos and tJrpheus. Even so recent a Belmont winner at 'fhe 
Finn has “given hostages to fortune” and i-ired Kai Sang his first year in the stud. 

The Belmont is the index to “class.” It is also the standard for breeding. The object 
of racing is to provide sires, (.leldings are accordingly barred, for bow coulil we justify our 
claim to improve the breed of horses if the chief events were won by geldings? ’Fhe Belmont 
is also at a distance beyond the cajiacily of a mere sprinter — eleven furlongs. Moreover, it is at 
level weights, no penalties, no allowances, and has always been, except in 1895 and 1913. 
The best colt as a rule wins and, as already remarked, he is usually “the colt of the year.” 

It is a race, however, that has had much to contend writh. The founding of the Withers 
Stakes in 1874, and ever since, has diminished interest in the Belmont, being run prior to it, 
and at a more popular distance. Also in recent years the value of the Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness Stakes, added to the fact that they, too, are run before the Belmont, les.sened interest 
in it inasmuch as they expose the form and classify the colts to such an extent as to eliminate 
the chances of many of them, in the opinion of their owners, by the time it comes to race for 
the Belmont. 

However, the Belmont of the coming year will be worth $50,000, and although the greatly 
increased value of the race should have the effect of attracting a larger field, it is quite out of 
question to expect that it will overcome entirely the disadvantage under which it labors iu 
being run after the form has l>ecn disclosed in the valuable events mentioned. But it will not 
suffer in “class” — it never has, and that, after all, is the object for which it was founded fifty- 
five years ago, and continues so. It has never had the aid of propaganda or press agent, and 
hence may not aiipeal to the average racegoer, but to those who have the sporting spirit it is 
regarded as the real Derby of America. 

The propriety has suggested itself to me of presenting a history of this famous race. The 
duty might well have fallen into otlier and abler hands, but not more willing ones, as, since 
its inauguration I have never missed its annual renewal. Even as a child I recognized its 
importance and as a racing enthusiast recall past years, not by their dates, but by their Belmont 
winner, and regard “Belmont Day” with a reverence not unlike that the Christian regards 
Christmas or the patriot regards Inilepeudence Day. 

RUTHLESS* YEAR, ISoon after the organization of the American Jockey (dub, in 

1865. a movement was made to establish a great sweepstakes 
1867 race for three-year-olds of sufficient value to attract the best 

colts in the country and to possess a prestige similar to that 
lius-sessed by the time honored Derby in Englnad. The plan was to have a race at a mile and 
a half, similar to the E|isoni event, but this was found to be impracticable as, owing to the 
high bluff upon which the clubhouse stood, the view of the spectators in the stand would be 
shut off, as the starting post was behind the bluff and hidden from view. Accordingly, the 
race was made otic of a mile and five furlongs, the starting post being directly below the bluff 
and opposite the grandstaud. 

The inaugural race was opened to be run at the Jerome Park spring meeting of 1867, and 
was named the Belmont Stakes, in honor of the late Hon. Augu.st Belmont, president of the 
club. Only eleven nominations were made and four came to the post. The winner was the 
bay filly Ruthless, a daughter of imported I*k:lipse from imported Barbarity, by Simoon. She 
carried the “all scarlet” jacket of the late Mr. Francis Morris, and was a “home-bred,” having 
been foaled at Mr. Morris’ estate at Throgg’s Neck. Westchester County, New York. She was 
a great lilly and the be.n three -year old of the year, winning all the best stakes and beating 
Ihe colls. The .second horse was Mr. Paul P'. Forbes’ chestnut colt De (’ourcey, while Mr. 
John M. Clay’s brown colt Rivoli finisheil third. The time of the race was 3:05, and the 
value of the slakes 11,859. Colts carried 110 poumis, fillies 107 pounds. 

GENERAL DUKE’S It was in this modest fashion our racing fathers inaugurated the 
event which for more than fifty years was to furnish each year 

YEAR, 1868 the really most important colt tmd filly race of the season. The 

si’cond Belmont, run the Spring of 1868, received tw'euty-eight 
nominations. Of these six sported colors. One of the features of the year was the success of 
the stable of McConnell A Thompson of Chillicothe, Ohio, which brought to Jerome Park four 
superb three year-olds in Bayonet. Vauxhall, General Duke and Joe Mct'onncll. all sons of Lex- 
iii^on, except McConnell, which was by Ruric. The stable started both General Duke and 
Bayonet, and they were favorites. It was a beautiful June day as the hor.scs gathered at the 
post under the bluff, where the four-iii hand coache.s were parked, and a large and fashionable 
assemblage had gathered. I can vividly recall General Duke dancing on his hind legs, but 
when the flag fell he dashed into the lead and the result was never in doubt, aa Bob Swim in 
the “orange and black” of Chillicothe landed a winner by two lengths, despite Bill Hayward 
in the “dark blue.” who rode a trcmcmlous fini.sh on Mr. M. H. Sanford’s Northumberland, a 
full brother to Norfolk, while Mr. Franci.s Morris’ filly Fannie Ludlow, afterward granddam of 
Foxhall. finbhed third; time. 3:02. Value of the stake.s $2,800. General Duke, the winner, 
was a clie.'Inut with a large scar and both hind pasterns white. He was bred at the Woodburn 
Stud in Kentucky and was a son of Lexington, from Lilia, by imported Yorkshire, granddam 
Victoire, by imported Margrave. He was a tine race horse, being the first to run a mile in 
1 :42Vi!. which he did in 1S70, racing unlil he was six. He became a sire in Canada, but later 
went to Monmouth, 111., where he died in 1888. 

FENIAN’S YEAR, l or the third Belmont the stewards were gratified by thirty eight 
nominations, and for the race of 1869 eight started. It was a 
1869 day of alternate sunshine and shower, and the ground became 

rather wet, and the ladies, in all the glory of dainty spring 
toilettes, were out in force, but were compelled to keep within the stands. Mr. Belmont fur- 
nished the favorites in Fenian and Glenelg. Fenian had raced creditably as a two-year-old. 
but Glenelg had only made his debut a few days previous, beating Rajiture in a match. The 
Belmont pair had the race to themselves. Fenian, ridden by Charlie Miller, won. but it was 
apparent that Glenelg could have won had not his jockey held him tight; as it was Glenelg 
finished second, with Mr. Cameron’s black mare Invercauld (later the dam of Burlington, 
winner of the Belmont in 1890), a beautiful English daughter of St. Albans, third. Fenian 
was a light chestnut, by imported Mickey Free, from iin|>orted Spiletta, by Stockvvell. He was 
a colt of size and finish, but, like all Spiletta’s foals, he bad bad legs and never raced after. 
Glenelg, on the other hand, became a great race horse, winning the Travers and Champion 
(Jerome) Stakes, and at four he was the champion, ending by winning the Bowie Stakes, four 
mile heats. The Belmont was run in 3:04%. Value $3,350.

Hot Springs Plant Ready for Turf 
Sport Revival — Morvich At- 
tracts Some Big Wagers. 



HOT SPKINGS, Ark.. April 8. — The forerunner to 
a resumption of raeina is beromini; more manifest 
daily at Hot 8prinf;s and its impetus promises lo 
cause a resounding of hoof-beats over tlie palatial 
Ouklnxvn course iu the spriiiK of 1923. 

The expressed wish for a resumption of the 
siMjrt is not confined to any one set of citizens 
here, but appears to be the desire of merchants, 
hankers. do<-tors. hotel interests, (freat and small: 
boardiiiK-house keejiers and Hie majorit.v of Hie vast 
army of visitors on which the city chiefly relies 
for mainstay. 

Laek of amusemenis durini; this season and two 
previous ones has caused a curtailment of the 
annual season and where a visitor formerly made 
his stay an indefinite one while the raeinz was 
on, the eliniiiiation of tiioroutthbred sport now finds 
the visitor fed up with the monotonous sameness 
after a stay of tvvo we<‘ks. 

Itainy and cold weather during Fehniary and 
March — the old story of fhe weather here — has 
also been a detriment this year and the lean season 
will be felt mostly by Hie bonrillng-house and 
nxuiiing-lionse ke«'i>er. The larger and principal 
hotels, particularly the latter, which maintain the 
exorbitant war prices, have fared in tlicir usual 
good style, but desire a prolonging of Hie season 
for at least thirty days. 

.According to expressions from Hie best source* 
a political uplieaval is iu prospect at the .Vugnst 
primary and has for its muiu object the elimination 
from office of the politicians who liave been in- 
■^Irumeutal in keeping the “iiuHiing doing” sign cou- 
spienous on the Ouklawn gates. 

The c*ertaiuty of success is made surer, it is said, 
ill view of the fact that supjiort will be had from 
thoso formerly considered hostile to racing. Their 
eliiinge of heart has been steady during Hie past 
two .vears. 

POLITICAL PROSPECTS FAVOR RACING. 

The lining up of forces to select Candida les who 
will I'urry out plans for a resiimiiHon of racing 
has already l>egiin and those selected lo w in at the 
polls will stand high in the state and euminunitv, 
being both efficient and laipular. 

Tlie overwhelming sentiment for n return of turf 
siwrt. eoiiplod xvith the businesslike iiianucr in 
wliich plans arc being perfeeted to win for liberal- 
ism in the state and Garhiud County elections next 
aiitiiiiin, leaves a decidedly good outlook for a re- 
otfcniiig of Oaklaxvu to racing in the spring of 1923. 

Tliero need be no fear th.at the paiatiul racing 
plant has gone to decay during its period of disuse. 
Were it necessary tlie track and offices could be 
made available for racing' in forty-eight hour', 
so well has superintendent Scliroeder looked after 
its upkeep. 

Instead of falling into decay, the massive plant, 
including grandstand, stables and dormitorie.s for 
stable lielp, etc., lias iindcrgotie a strengthening 
process that makes it superior to that of Its original 
architectural completeness. 

No liorses wintered at the Oaklawu track. Super- 
intendent Schroeder took the opportunity lo resoll 
the racing strip aud also to seed it into oats, whlcN 
will servo a double purpose of preventing a spread- 
ing and loss of soli and also yield a harvest to feed 
the track stock. 

During the winter Mr. Scliroedcr also completed 
general improvements aud the building of a splendid 
nine-hole golf eonr.se in the center field. 

A lot of golfing enthusiasts arc to be seeu ou the 
links dally from early morning until late in the 
evening. Tlie eomniodious seeretary’s office has 
b"en eonvcried into a temiiorary reception room for 
the goifers. wtiile tlie jockeys' room, with its 
iinnierous lockers, sliowers and other appointments, 
fits in sideiididly ns a dressing room for the players. 
Tlie former hos|>it:il room fills Hie purpose of sn 
office. Ill time superintendent Schroeder hopes to 
make the Oakiawn links one of the best nine-hole 
courses in Hie country. 

ESSEX PARK RUINED RACING RELIC. 

Es.sex Park, the original racing plant here, is fast 
becoming only a memory. Its decay lias been steady 
and complete. Not a single stable is intact and 
tlie linnied embers on tlie concrete foundation are 
the sole guide to where Hie grandstand, tnirne<l 
daring the last race meeting on the plant, stood. Tlie 
clubhouse, costly and pretentious, is still in goo>l 
condition, serving as the dwelling house for several 
farmers and their families. Tliey are farming tlie 
acres once making up the Essex Park track on 
shares. 

Essex Park passed into the hands of the Uuklawu 
interests shortly after tlie fire that destroyed the 
grandstaud aud caused a transfer of Essex Park 
to Oakiawn. It was intended when the Oakiawn 
interests took the plant over to have it go into 
decay. 

The original builders of both trai'ks. William 
Shannon and Henry Peyser of Essex Park, John 
Condon and Dan A. Stuart of Oaklawu. and sub- 
sequently Louis A. Celia, who secured Hie Oakiawn 
property, are all dead. Each had a surfeit of an- 
noyance as a result of their o|>erations liere; tlie.v 
suffered niiicli financial loss and were forced to 
make valiant but unsuccessful efforts to stave off 
adverse racing legislation. 

HOT SPRINGS FANCIES FOR MORVICH. 

Oakiawn Park cost originally in the iicigliburliood 
of $500, bOO in 190.'. wlien lalsir and building ma 
terial were less than one-third of Hie present cost. 
-At that lime its coiislructioii and appointments 
liruuglit it into prominence. The Amis anfi-book- 
making law closed Hie track and during its disiis** 
Dull Stuart, who owned oiie-Hiird of Hie plant, died. 
His widow, who is now here on a visit, sold Hiis oiie- 
tliiril interest soon after Stuart’s death for $:J0.(K)0. 
Dan .wtuart also loft a 20 per cent holding in Hie 
Fort Erie truck, wliicb .Mrs. Stuart sold for $25.00'» 

Few of the racing folks which came here with 
Hie close of New Orlcaus remain. The last cou- 
tingeiit left last week. 

Joe IHiime. "Nick the Greek.” Je>ae Armstrong, 
and “Sol” Colien are a few of tlie more well kiionii 
wlm are left. They will be playing golf for some 
ten days more Ijefore leaving for New York. Will- 
iam Pinkerloii, Charles Ellison, Mose Cossmau and 
several others will also linger here for a few days 
more. 

The racing men while liere were active iu wa'ger- 
ing on the Kentucky Derby and some mighty wagers 
were recorded. On of $1(5,000 to $3,000 on Mor- 
vicb vias taku (>y a well-known ba.seball magnate. 
Several bets of .$10,000 to $2,000 were also recorded 
on Hie same horse. A prominent sportsman sojouru- 
iug at Palm Beach laid them the odds. 

Ow'uer Benjamin Block is sanguine of the success 
of his reduutable colt aud has made known that he 
lias backed Morvich extensively. While in Palm 
Beach he bet $3,000 against $I5,0(K>. and since tlieii 
has helped in reducing the odds to about 3 to 1 
by his steady support of the colt. Thu short odds 
seem unwarranted In view of the fact that it is 
ou a play or pay basis. 



DURYEA-BRED FRENCH WINNER 

PARIS, France. March 20. — The victory of Pell- 
sie. three -year -old bay filly, by Irish Lad — Lady 
Nell, by Mordant, in the Prix Stuart at Saint 
Cloud today makes the filly a promising eandidate 
for the French Oaks. Pellsie is the proport.T of 
X. Balli. She was bred at Mrs. H. B. Dutyea’s 
Haras du Gason and raced well aa a two-year-old 
last year. 

Pellsie’a victory in the Prix Stuart, a $2,500 af- 
fair, at about a mile and a quarter, was scored 
with ease. She led Evsonos by two and a half 
lengtha at the finish, with C%at Fourre third. 

The stake carried a |200 breeders’ prize, which 
went to Mrs. Duryea.
